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Given suitable weather, all who desire 
a respite from everyday labour during the 
Easter holidays will have ample oppor- 
tunities of doing so. It is the first break 
in the business year, and, after a winter 
of unusual severity, is certain to be ex- 
eae to the fullest possible extent. 

hough it cannot be said that the general 
touch of spring has yet made itself felt, 
there are appearances in some parts of 
the country that climatic conditions are 
improving. There are sheltered positions 
where the growth of buds and vegetation 
generally testifies to the rising of the 
sap, and where, despite recent heavy 
rains, the soil is fairly dry. Stretches 
of country, noted for scenic beauty, are 
slowly being clad in verdant foliage, and 
thus there is every inducement to visit 
the open spaces. 

Probably not since pre-war days have 
such. attractive travel facilities been 
offered to the public. Whether it is de- 
sired to visit some of the health resorts 
or beauty spots of Ireland; the bracing 
climate of North Wales; other popular 
cross-Channel centres for holiday-making, 
or the busy haunts of London, there are 
facilities for doing so at extremely reason- 
able fares. Hotel keepers also are rising 
to the occasion, and the demands of 
Easter are being met by the provision of 
ample accommodation and means of 
indoor and outdoor enjoyment. 

On the Great Southern Railways ar- 
rangements have been made for the issue 
of tickets, at slightly over single fares, 
between all stations, except those lying 
between Dublin and Greystones, on the 
Sth, 6th, 7th and 8th of April, and these 
will be available for return up to and 
including the 12th of April (express mails 
excepted on G.S. and W. section in each 
direction). By this means any part of 
the Irish Free State can be reached with 
speed and comfort. Many will take ad- 
vantage of a combined rail and hotel 
ticket to Killarney, with its delightful 
combination of lake and mountain 
scenery; or historic Galway—on_ the 
Atlantic coast—for the Connemara high- 
lands. We understand that the accom- 
modation at the company’s hotels at 
Kenmare, with its woodland mountain 
scenery; and Mallaranny, with its 
splendid fishine and golfing, overlooking 
Clew Bay, at Achill, Co. Mayo, is booked. 
The fact that these hotels are booked up 
already is a happy augury for the success 
of this year’s tourist season. 


GOLF AT MALLARANNY. 

At Mallaranny on Easter Sunday and 
Monday there are golf competitions for 
two silver cups, with a dance on Easter 
Monday night at the Railway Hotel. 

The Railway Hotel, Killarney, is one of 
the most commodious and comfortable in 
the country, and it adjoins the railway 
station. The Lake Hotel has the advan-

On the eastern section of the Great 
Southern Railways there are excursions to 
the beautiful “ garden of Ireland ” and 
County Wexford. In the Valley of Glen- 
dalough, in addition to the scenery, there 
is ample material for the student of 
history, national and ecclesiastical. .Here, 
as in other parts of the country, the main 
roads are excellent for motoring, and 
pleasant trips can be made to the Vale of 
Glenmalure and Wicklow Gap. Glenda- 
lough has ample notel accommodation. 

Moving further south-east, we come to 
Rosslare, where the Strand Hotel provides 
good accommodation and entertainment for 
its guests.

NORTHERN EXCURSIONS. 

Equally attractive are the travelling 
facilities provided by the Great Northern 
Railway Company, Ireland. On Thurs- 
day, Friday, Saturday and Sunday next 
return tickets at slightly over single fares 
will be issued between all stations distant 
over ten miles from Dublin available for 
return up to and including Thursday, 12th 
April.

Sixteen-day excursion tickets from 
Dublin to Great Britain will be issued 
by day or night mail services via Kings- 
town and Holyhead, and on Laster 
Monday there will be a special day excur- 
sion to Holyhead and North Wales by the 
day mail service. Excursion tickets will 
also be issued from Dublin to Liverpool 
and other cross-Channel centres by the 
British and Irish Steam Packet Company. 

On Easter Monday the Great Southern 
Railways will run special day trips to and 
from Dublin to such places at Nenagh, 
Thurles, Birr, Athlone, Kilkenny, Mount- 
mellick, Tullow, Mullingar, Edenderry, 
Wexford and Shillelagh. Arrangements 
have also been made for Kingstown, Dalkey, 
Killiney, Bray and Greystones on Easter 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday.

Messrs. Thomas Cook and Son, Léd., 
as usual, have made arrangements for 
seasonable tours in Holland, Paris, Bruges 
and elsewhere, ‘I'ney also issue rai! tickets 
in advance. 

EASTERTIDE SPORT. 

Devotees of every branch of sport will, 
as usual, be well catered for, and the 
attractions are many and varied. Race- 
goers are amply provided for with three 
meetings, chief of which is the ever- 
popular Ward Union Hunt fixture at 
Fairyhouse, which is associated with 
steeplechasing of a high order. The 
principal prize there is, of course, the 
Trish Grand National, the best endowed 
event of its kind run for in Ireland, 
which always arouses such enthusiasm, 
This year’s race will bring out a big field, 
and there is promise of a very fine contest. 

To Mallow falls the distinction of 
opening the flat-racing season on Easter 
Monday, and this splendidly appointed 
course will, no doubt, attract a large 
number of sportsmen, who will gladly 
avail themselves of the opportunity of 
enjoying what should be an entertaining 
afternoon’s sport. The same remark 
applies to Tramore, which is very popular 
with holiday-makers, and here again sub- 
stantial public patronage may be ex- 
pected. 

Greyhound-racing will also play a 
prominent part in the holiday period. A 
special programme has been arranged for 
Shelbourne. Park, Dublin, where prize 
money and cups to the value of £800 will 
be competed for; and the opening of the 
new greyhound-racing track at Harold’s 
Cross is fixed for the Tuesday of Easter 
week.

ASSIZE CRIERS. 


COMPENSATION CLAIM 
DISMISSED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in favour 
of the defendant in the action which was 
brought by John Fitzgibbon, Edward Price, 
Joseph Grealy, George MacDonald and 
Matthew ‘Taylor, tipstaffs, against the 
Attorney-General of the Irish Free State, 
claiming a declaration that they were entitled 
to pension or compensation under Article 10 
of the Treaty in respect of their loss of and 
discharge from their offices as criers to the 
Judges of Assize, after it had been decided 
not to issue Commissions of Assize, and they 
asked for an order fixing the amount of the 
pension or compensation payable to them. 

The Attorney-General, on the other hand, 
denied that the plaintiffs, as criers, were at 
any time officials, officers or public servants 
within the meaning of Article 10 of the 
Treaty, or were transferred to or became 
officials of the Government of Saorstat 
Eireann, and he submitted that neither the 
Treaty nor any of the Statutes or Orders 
referred to imposed any liability on the 
Government of Saorstat Eireann to pay com- 
pensation for the non-continuance of the pay- 
ments mentioned. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, in the course of his 
judgment, said that it was by no means clear 
that, when all the terms of Article 10 of the 
Treaty came to be carefully considered in,the 
light of the history of the plaintiffs’ En Ail 
ment as criers on circuit, the plaintifis came 
within the class of persons whose rights were 
intended to be protected by that article. 
Schedule 2 of the scheme of transfer approved 
by both Governments on December 4, 1922, 
specified the officers, according to classifica- 
tion, who were to be treated as having been 
transferred to the Provisional Government. 
It was difficult to say by what department the 
Judges’ criers were claimed by the plaintiffs 
to have been emploved at the date of transfer, 
and, as a matter of fact, such an office was 
not referred to throughout the whole of the 
schedule. The office of tipstaff was one well 
defined by Statute as part of the establish- 
ment of the Law Courts, as such, and the 
five plaintifis were undoubtedly duly trans- 
ferred to the Provisional Government. They 
were retained in their office of tipstaff by the 
Provisional Government, and later by the 
Free State Government, and they were content 
to accept their new employment. If their 
case was that their employment as Judge's 
crier or crier on circuit was part of 
their work as tipstaff, they could not 
now make the case that they had been 
discharged by .the new Government. 
The case made on behalf of the plaintiffs, 
however, was that their employment as 
criers was an office quite separate and distinct 
from that of tipstalf. Upon that view of 
the matter their specified transfer as tipstaffs 
to the Provisional Government could not 
possibly be regarded as a transfer of their 
services in their other capacity. 

In no sense were the plaintiffs as criers 
transferred officers within the meaning of 
Articles 77 and 78 of the Constitution, and 
the action must be dismissed. It was un- 
necessary for him to consider the further and 
difficult question whether or not the plain- 
tiffs could, on the present facts and at this 
stage, be regarded as having been “ dis- 
charged’’ by either the Provisional or the 
Free State Government. 

Mr. Bewley, K.C., who, with Mr. 
McGuckin (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), appeared for the Attorney-General, 
said that he did not ask for costs. 
Mr, Justice Johnston—Do you not think 
that you ought to pay the costs? 

Mr. Bewley said that the action had been 
unsuccessfully brought against the Attorney- 
General, ond he thought that the Attorney- 
General should not, therefore, have to pay 
costs. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that the action 
raised a question of really considerable im- 
portance which it was necessary to have 
decided, from the point of view of the State 
and of the rights of parties, dealing, as it 
did, with the administration of justice in this 
country. He asked Mr. Bewley to convey 
that expression of opinion to the Attorney- 
General, and, if the Attorney-General did not 
consent, the case must be dismissed, with 
costs, 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C. ; Mr. Geoghegan, 
K.C., and Mr. Finlay (instructed by Messrs. 
Vincent and Beatty) appeared for 
plaintiffs. 


PERMANENT WAVING. 


ACTION AGAINST A HATR- 


DRESSER 
: MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

In ae As which Florence Evans, of 
2 Greenmount avenuey, Harold's Cross, suing 
by her mother, Mrs. piety Evans, claims 
£1,500 damages against. Peter Flanagan, 
trading as the La Scala Hairdressing Saloon, 
of 73 Middle Abbey street, for personal 
injuries alleged to have been caused while 
the plaintiff was having her hair permanently 
waved, ' 


Mr, Walker, with whom was Mr, Fitz- 


the i 


Gibon, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. Milward, 
Jones, Mayne and Sharpe), on behalf of the 
defendant, applied for an order trangferring 
the action for hearing to the Circuit Court. 

Counsel said that the plaintiff came to the 
defendant's hairdressing saloon at 11 a.m. on 
the 28th February to have her hair per- 
manently waved, and received treatment 
up to 350 p.m. She alleged that, as 
the result of the treatment, she developed 
& very sore head, She went to Dr, Freeman, 
a skin specialist, on Fitzwilliam square, who 
made an affidavit. The lady was also 
examined by Dr. W. C. Harvey on behalf 
of the defendant. Miss Evans was engaged 
as an ‘‘usherette™ in the Capitol Theatre, 
where she was paid thirty shillings a week. 
The defendant had made an affidavit, in 
which he stated that he had a good defence 
to the action, and that even if the plaintiff 
succeeded in establishing a case of negli- 
pes against him, she would not, in his 
elief, recover a sum so great as £300. Dr. 
Harvey, of 12 Fitzwilliam square, made an 
affidavit, in which he said that he examined 
the plaintiff in conjunction with Dr. Free- 
man. Miss Evans then had a suppurating 
sore on the top of her head, about the size 
of a shilling or two shilling piece, and she 
had enlarged glands béhind her ears. The 
sore would take about four weeks to heal 
and the glands would be well and normal 
in less than four weeks. There would be a 
permanent loss of hair, but only in an area 
about the size of a shilling. The plaintiff 
would not suffer any permanent disability, 
except the loss of hair in a very small area. 
In his opinion, the plaintiff suffered from 
mg for a few days, but, except for that, 

er general health had not been, and would 
not be, affected by the sore on her head 
or the glandular enlargement. 

Dr. Freeman, counsel went on, had made 
an affidavit on behalf of the plaintiff which 
virtually agreed with that of Dr. Harvey. 
Dr. Freeman said that he found an oval 
burn, one inch long by three-quarter inch 
bread, on the vertex of the scalp in the 
middle line, and found the scalp destroyed, 
evidently by burning through its entire 
thickness. This burned area was surrounded 
by an inflammatory zone or ring, about one 
inch broad. He found enlarged and tender 
glands behind both ears, the result of 
drainage of septic matter from the burnt 
part of the head. The patient had ob- 
viously been iil as the result of her burning, 
and was still suftering considerable pain. In 
his opinion, she must have suffered intense 
pain during the actual burning, and very 
severe, if less intense, pain afterwards. He 
found her suffermg from the constitutional 
effects of the septic absorption into her 
system, as evidenced by the swollen glands 
at the back of both ears, headache and 
general malaise. In my opinion, the scalp 
will take about a month to heal and a scar 
will result, leaving a permanently bald patch, 
about one inch long by three-quarter of an 
inch broad. In my opinion, the glands will 
be well in about three weeks, unless the 
sepsis should spread further. 

It is quite apparent, said counsel, that both 
doctors agree that she will be all right in 
four weeks. Even assuming that the defend- 
ant was guilty of negligence the plaintiff's 
quantum of damages could not be anything 
approaching £300. In her own affidavit the 
plaintiff described what happened. During 
the process of permanent waving she felt 
burning pains, and complained several times 
to the defendant, and afterwards to his wife. 
Then cotton wool was inserted between the 
machine that the defendant was using and 
her head. The burning continued, and she 
again complained, and after a further com- 
plaint the electricity was switched off. The 
operation lasted four and a half hours, and 
she paid a fee of £2 2s, The pain continued 
in her head, and finally she consulted her 
solicitor and Dr. Freeman. She stated that 
she had not yet been able to resume work. 

Mr. Joseph O’Connor, K.C., and Mr. Gavan

ANNUITIES TO CHILDREN, 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the matter oí the trusts of the will of 
James Magan, late of 17 Haddington road, 
Dublin, deceased—Rev. Dr. Coffey, plaintiff, 
and Patrick Magan and John Joseph Magan, 
defendants—an application was made on 
behalf of the plaintiff, the surviving executor 
and trustee of the will of the deceased man, 
for an order declaring—(1) That each of the 
annuities to the three defendants, sons of the 
deceased testator, and Anne Magan, 
daughter, given to them by the testator’s 
will, dated 4th September, 1907, was charged 
upon and payable out of the corpus, 
or capital. of the testator’s estate, as well as 
out of the income of the property, consisting 
of five houses in Haddington road, mentioned 
in the will; (2) that each of the annuitants was 
entitled to payment of all arrears of the 
annuities out of the same, and that the 
arrears of the said annuities may be raised 
and paid by the sale of the trust property by 
the plaintiff, Rev. Dr. Coffey, Maynooth 
College, the surviving trustee, or by a re- 
ceiver, or by both—these declarations to be 
made by the Court on the interpretation of 
the words of the will relating to the subject. 

sy his will, it appeared, the testator, who 
carried on business as a hardware merchant 
and who, in addition to the Haddington road 
property, possessed some farms of land in the 
County Meath, bequeathed annuities of £50 
each to his three sons and daughter, directing 
that, after payment of the annuities, head 
rent and all outgoings, the executors and 
trustees were to apply the surplus money to 
the creation of a fund to meet the necessary 
repairs of the five houses, and that on the 
expiration of three years the balance of the 
fund was to be divided between the 
annuitants, reserving sufficient to meet the 
average annual repairs of the houses. 

The testator died on 27th September, 1907, 

and everything as regarded his farms and 
other property was carried out according to 
his directions; but the income from the 
Haddington road houses was not sufficient to 
pay the annuities at the time of his death, 
and there was still due up to 27th September 
last £385 10s. to each of the three sons, who 
were all married and had families.

LONGFORD BANKRUPT 
SENT TO PRISON, 


UNSATISFACTORY ANSWERS. 
The case of Peter Kelly, grocer, Bridge 
street, Longford, was again before Mr. Justice 
Johnston in the Bankruptcy Court yesterday. 
Some weeks ago, when Kelly was examined 
in Court as to the state of his affairs, he 
stated, in answer to counsel for the assignees, 
that he owed one Christopher Kennedy £60, 
cash lent, and that in the year 1927 he paid 
back that sum in instalments of £20 to 
Kennedy. Kennedy was examined at a sub- 
sequent sitting of the Court, and he said that 
he had been asked by Kelly for a loan, which 
he refused, and that he had not received £60 
or any other sum of money from the bankrupt 
On the 25rd inst. the bankrupt was again 
examined, and he admitted that he neither 
received from nor paid to Kennedy any sum 
of money whatsoever, and that his previous 
evidence with regard to it was untrue. He 
then sought to excuse himself by saying that 
in giving his answers he had been confused 
and “‘ rattled ” by counsel’s questions.

DUBLIN UNION APPLICA- 


TION DISMISSED.

JUSTICE AND THE ACT 
OF 1908.

An important decision, concerning the 
rights of the Dublin Union Commissioners 
to send an adopted child to an industrial 
school, was given by Mr. Cussen, Senior 
District Justice, in the Dublin District Court 
yesterday. The case, in which much public 
interest was taken, had been before Mr. 
Kenny, acting District Justice, who refused 
to make the order sought by the Commis- 
sioners, and adjourned the case for the at- 
tendance of Mr. Cussen. 

The Commissioners applied to have an 
adepted boy named Heffernan, aged seven, 
sent to an industrial school, on the grounds 
that on his discharge from the Union in. 
firmary, to which he had been brought as a 
patient, he was alleged to have been found 
receiving alms in Charles street. 

At the former hearing Miss Early appeared 
for the foster-mother—Mrs. Re aí 
Finglas—and opposed the application, 
alleging that the Commissioners of the Dublin 
Union, or their inspectors, removed the child 
from the infirmary without the consent or 
knowledge of the foster-mother. 

When the case was called yesterday, Mr. 
Thomas Early, solicitor, appeared for the 
County Council in opposition to the applica- 
tion. Mr. McGonigal, solicitor (for Miss 
Early), appeared for the foster-mother; and 
Mr. T. Greene (Messrs. Roger Greene and 
Sen) appeared for the Union Commissioners 
in support of the application. 

Mr. Thomas Murphy, inquiry officer, 
Dublin Corporation, was present on behalf 
of the Corporation Commissioners. 

AN ADOPTED GHILD. 

Mrs. Mary Flanagan, inspector of the 
Dublin Union Commissioners under the Child 
Welfare Act, gave evidence that before he 
was admitted to the Dublin Union the boy 
had been placed as a nurse child with two 
people. e was placed on the last occasion 
with Mrs. Malone. 

Mr. Cussen—What do you mean by being 
“placed '”! Was there money pai! for the 
caring of the child? 

The Witness—Yes. The present foster- 
mother received money for a couple of 
months, . 

In further reply to Mr. Cussen, the witness 
said that she did not actually find the boy 
in Charles street; she brought him there 
from the Dublin Union. He had been dis- 
charged from the Union. 

Mr. Cussen—By whom? 

The Witness—The Master handed the child 
over to me. 

Mr, Cussen—You know that (iis child was 
a patient in the infirmary. It was discharged 
and handed over to you. Why did you not 
bring it to Mrs. Malone, the foster-mother ? 

The Witness—Because Mrs. Malone asked 
me to have the child sent to a school. 


SENT TO UNION INFIRMARY. 

Replying to Mr. Green, the witness said 
that the child was sent to the infirmary 
owing to illness. 

Mr. Cussen—Can a child be taken to the 
Union Infirmary without being entered in the 
Union as an inmate? 

Mr. Green said that the foster-mother in- 
formed the inspector that she was unable to 
support the child. She had applied for out-: 
door relief, and asked that the child should 
be placed in a school, The child was found 
receiving alms in Charles street and was 
brought to the Court, where an application 
was made to have the child sent to a school. 

Replying to Mr. Early, the witness said 
that the request to have the child sent to a 
school was made in January. The child was 
admitted to the infirmary on the Sth Feb- 
ruary and was discharged on the 2nd March. 

Mr. Cussen—The request to have the child 
sent to a school was made before the child 
was sent to the infirmary! 

The Witness—Yes. 

Mr, Early—And why did not you comply 
with the request before the child was brought 
to the infirmary? 

The Witness—I had to wait until I got a 
school for the child to go to. 

Replying to Mr. McGonigal, the witness 
said that before the child was brought to the 
infirmary she had no complaint to make as 
to the manner in which he was treated and 
cared for by the foster-mother, but she did 
not like the environments of the house. 

Dr, Dunne, Dublin Union Infirmary, said 
that the child was treated for kidney trouble. 
It seemed to have been well cared for. 

Mr. Cussen—Was the child well nourished 
when it came to the hospital? 

The Witness—It. was. The child was not 
discharged in a hurry. It ‘was not discharged 
until [ was satisfied that it was fit for dis- 
charge. 

Other evidence was given by Miss O'Neill, 
Child Welfare Inspector; Mrs. Clarke, of the 
National Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children; and Mrs. Lynch, relieving 
officer, Finglas. 

Mrs, Malone broke down and cried bitterly 
when she was asked by Mr. McGonigal if she 
loved the child. She had, she said, reared 
the child without any payment for over four 
years, and had fed and clothed him well and 
sent him to school regularly. On one “occa: 
sion she told Mrs. Flanagan that she wanted 
him sent to a svhool, but she was ina 
temper at the time. 


QUESTION OF RECEIVING ALMS, 

Mr, Cussen, dismissing the application, 
said :s-”” As appears from this case, there is 
evidently some. confusion in the minds of the 
public with reference to the procedure for 
placing children in industrial schools, and, 
therefore, it is necessary that I should explain 
once again what is the procedure that we 
adopt here. When in this City of Dublin 
a kind, charitable person finds a little child 
in the streets, cold and hungry, he or she 
will try to help the little creature with food 
or clothes, or, possibly, money with which to 
purchase those necessaries. For example, 
every winter we find one of our newspapers, 
the Hvening Herald, exerting itself to supply 
boots to poor little street urchins, who other. 
wise would have to walk in their bare feet. 

“ By an action of that kind, a person, a 
good man or woman, relieves the immediate 
necessity of the child. My experience is that 
in the vast majority of such cases the parents 
of the child that has received alms are not 
in any way to blame. They are people 
who are struggling hard to keep a roof over 
themselves and their children. In that case 
the charitable person I have quoted as an 
example can bring that child before me and 
charge it with receiving alms. 

**In such a case I Fin my decision for 
at least a week with a view of ascertaining 
whether it is a deserving case or whether 
there is any attempt to impose on the Court. 
Most careful enquiries are made by the 
Gardai as to the home conditiors and the 
general circumstances of the case, and I take 
this opportunity of saying publicly that, the 
Gardai do this work excellently well. It is 
an important social work, carried on by the 
Gardai, and I do not think that the public 
recognises the value of that uty, which 
devolves on the force. It would, in my judg- 
ment, be impossible to have that work done 
better than it is done by the Guards, 

“In such a case notice is served on the 
Corporation authorities, if it is from the city, 
and on the Secretary to the County Council 
if from the county; and representatives of 
those bodies come the court on the 
adjourned hearing to give information as to 
the genuineness of the application. Most of 
the cases are from the city, and the enquiries 
in connection with them are made by Mr. 
Murphy. I have proved on many occasions 
that that officer makes his enquiries not 
alone with care, but with great humanity. 
When he tells me that the case is not a 
genuine one I almost invariably refuse to send 
that particular child to an industrial school.

CHARGES AGAINST A 
DUBLIN GIRL.

SENTENCE OF IMPRISONMENT, 


At a Special Court at Arklow, before Mr. 
Price. the story of a girls remarkable doings 
was told, when Mary Kavanagh, whose 
address was given as Back Jane, Dublin, was 
charged with having between February 9th 
and 18th, at Arklow, stolen an engagement 
ring value £4, a crepe-de-chine dress value 
£2 10s., a knitted silk jumper value 15s., and 
a hand-made nightdress value 7s. 6d., the 
sroperty of Mrs. M. A. Thewlis, Arklow; a 
lady's fur-trimmed coat value £4 10s., the 
property of Mrs. John Wolohan; a gentle- 
man’s watch value £1, the property of John 
Doyle; a lady’s wristlet watch value £1 10s. 
aud a purse containing 9s., the property of 
Mrs. Staflord. 

Superintendent Meehan prosecuted, and 
Mr. Lemass, solicitor, Dublin, appeared for 
the accused. 

Mr Lemass said that he proposed to 
shorten the proceedings and asked his 
worship to take the evidence of Dr. Hamil- 
ton, Arklcw. who had examined the gurl. 

buperintendent Meehan said that he had 
no objection to the case being dealt with 
hy the Court. All the articles were forth- 
coming, except the ring belonging to Mrs, 
Thewlis. 

Dr. Hamilton, Arklow, stated that he had 
examined the girl. He understood that she 
belonged to a respectable, well-to-do family, 
She had told ‘him that she left home on the 
Sth February. From the history told by 
herself and her mother, while not going 
so far as to say she was actually 
a monomaniac, there must be some kink.

Charlotte Bronte. 


On the ólst March, 1855, there passed 
away one of the most famous women 
novelists of the nineteenth century. 
Charlotte Bronté had not quite completed 
her thirty-ninth year, and it seemed that 
there might be still many years of domestic 
happiness and literary achievement before 
her when she relinauished the scene of her 
earthly labours. One of three sisters, all 
equally well known to-day, if not equally 
celebrated as writers, she was much the 
superior in literary craftsmanship ; and, if 
the Bronté cult still flourishes, it is chiefly 
ewing to her that the works of Emily anj 
Anne Bronté are occasionally read by the 
curious, though there are some critics who 
regard Emily as a greater writer. It is 
natural to institute a comparison between 
Charlotte Bronté and Gorge Eliot, who 
survives in her masculine nom-de-plume, 
while “ Currer Bell ' is almost forgotten. 
George Eliot is, no doubt. held by many 
to be the more popular writer, but the 
roet Swinburne woull have ranked her 
much below the author of ‘‘ Jane Eyre.’’

of Surgeons, but there were no records of 
how, why, or when they got there. How- 
ever, the college authorities soon decided 
not to have capital locked up in eggs with 
golden shells, and seven were promptly 
disposed of. 
A postal official of Edinburgh ence had 
two eggs which mystify the experts to this 
day. Both eggs are inscribed “ Egal,’’ and 
it has been guessed from this that at some 
time they were in a French collection. 
While we have been taught to understand 
the wisdom of stamping eggs for domestic 
use “new laid ” or “ Danish,’’ or some 
other legend, it has never been a custom 
among collectors of such rare treasures to 
mark them. 
An egg for a wedding present does not 
sound very handsome, but it makes all 
the difference when it is the egg of the 
great auk. One collector, having had the 
yood luck to obtain an egg for no more 
than £8, gave it to his daughter on her 
marriage, and when next the egg was sold 
it fetched £225. This is the specimen 
which is now shewn in the Bristol 
Museum. 


“ALL BRITISH.” 


The unusual claim was made for an egg, 
for which Sir Vancey Harpur Crewe, of 
Derbyshire, paid £315, that it was “ all 


British ’’; but experts have their doubts. 
jt would make the specimen unique. 
Most come from the Orkneys or the 


Hebrides, and an eminent authority is of 
opinion that this boasted all-English 
example came from the lovely islands off 
the coast of Newfoundland. 
These eggs with the golden shells are 
extremely rare, but are still worth hunting 
for. They may turn up in most unlikely 
places. There is the story of a collector 
who was enjoying a tramp near Boulogne 
when he met a fisherwoman with an assort- 
ment of strange eggs in her basket for 
sale. On asking her if she had any more, 
she invited him to her cottage. There he 
saw hanging over the fireplace two eggs 
ef the wild. swan, with a great auk’s egg 
in the centre. She offered to sell them fer 
two shillins apiece. The great auk’s egg 
was dispatched. to London and realised 
more than three hundred pounds. 

Obviously, there is a fortune to be made 


in this particular egg trade;. but the 
opportunities are limited. It has been 


estimated that there are not more than 
seventy-three eggs in existence, thouyh, 
of course, fresh finds may yet be recorded. 


FIFTY YEARS AGO. 
A VILLAGE MEMORY.

It was not later than the midsummer 
holidays of 1875 and was.a year or two 
earlier, I think, when a festive gathering 
was held one evening in a kirk to mark 
the good deed of one of the congregation 
who had built a stable for the horses of 
those that drove long distances to worship 
there every Sabbath.

MINISTER’S EXAMINATION OF 
CASES. 


In Dail Eireann yesterday, 

Mr. P. J. McGILLIGAN, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, resumed the debate 
on the motion by Mr. Ruttledge (F.F., Mayo) : 
“ That a select committee, to be nominated 
by the Committee of Selection, be set. up, 
with power to review the cases of 
prisoners who claim that their cases arise 
out of the civil war, or, apart from strictly 
legal considerations, have a political aspect, 
and to recommend to the Executive Council 
the release of such prisoners.” 

Dealing with the men at present in Mount- 
joy Prison, for whom it was claimed that 
they were political prisoners, the Minister 
said that Patrick Ryan, of Wexford, was con- 
victed on a charge of ordering two men to 
leave the County Wexford in October, 1925, 
under the threat that they would be 
executed. Ryan was subsequently rescued 
from arrest when being conveyed by train to 
prison by the Civic Guards. hat, said 
the Minister, was described as a “political 
offence. "' | 

Lee.and Fenlon were awaiting trial when 
they were rescued from custody. He pre- 
sumed that the men would be released as 
no sentence has been passed on them on the 
original charge. Donnelly. Carolin, O’Hara 
and O’Byrne were the only prisoners who 
could be regarded as coming under the term 
“ political ” prisoners.. They were charged 
with organising an illegal force. 

With respect to Russell, the Minister asked 
if anyone was ing to demand that he 
should be trea as a political prisoner, 
when one considered his recent attitude 
towards the Court, These were the Mountjoy 
cases, about*which so much had been made. 

IN THE NORTH. 

Deputy. Ruttledge, said the Minister, had 
not given a clear idea as to whom he wanted 
to bring under the resolution. There was a 
list published in what he believed was the 
oficial organ of the Fianna Fail Party. Where 
were they with regard to those prisoners? 
Was there to be no finality about them’? Had 
the resolution been framed deliberately so as 
to allow anyone who liked to make a claim to 
be treated as a political prisoner ? ' 

Deputy, Ruttledge had referred to prisoners 
in Northern Ireland and Great Britain, but 
when the Fianna Fail deputation ‘waited on 
ihe Minister for Justice they never mentioned 
those people. As a matter of fact the Govern- 
ment had long since disposed of those cases 
outside the Free State that seemed to them 
to be politi¢al, and had secured the release 
of the men concerned. 

Much had been made of the fact that mercy 
had been shown to certain officers and men of 
the National Army.

RENTS BILL,

The private owner guaranteed to 
clear certain areas by a given date and the 
Forestry Department to take over small Jots 
of standing timber under a certain a 
generally of eighteen years’ growth at the 
time of. taking over. In ‘practice’ it’ has 
become apparent that felled. areas. ; be 
replanted before a long period, if the original 
leases are adhered to. This: means that 'the 
best. land for plenting is lying idle, de- 
teriorating from growth of br es, etc., 
and, when eventually replanted,. will cost 
considerably more before a crop is established. 

I can understand the Department's not 
wishing to take over small areas owing to the 
excessive cost of fencing or damage from 
future fellings in the vicinity; but I egnnot 
‘understand large areas not being replanted for. 
the reason given by the Department in my 
case—the ‘expense of altering. the original 
lease.’” The original idea of the Forestry 
Department was to get suitable land planted 
at the minimum of expense, without delay. 
The Department have done excellent work in 
planting, mostly the higher lands on the 
mountain-side, hitherto neglected by private 
owners; but, though we wish them success in 
such experiments, whether the crop will be a 
ES one 1s a matter of conjecture. 
Surely, however, delay in planting the best 
lands in order to save the comparatively small 
expense of the Department’s solicitors altering 
the original leases should not be allowed to 
stand in the way of a matter that is already 
f considerable importance, and, as time goes 
n, will be of greater importance, to the

to have been made without, knowledge that 
steam-trawling cannot be a remunerative 
occupation on the West Coast of Ireland, 
owing chiefly to the tremendous excess in 
the cost of transport, and, in a less degree, 
to the greatly increased cost of fuel and ice, 
not to speak of a smaller price to the Irish 
fisherman for his fish delayed in marketing 
and, therefore, in poorer condition. So much 
for want of practical knowledge! 

Two members, in particular, on the Gael- 
tacht Commission possessed practically life- 
long knowledge of the conditions of the 
Western part of Ireland, and both of them 
were engaged for many years in carrying out 
operations for the improvement of the con- 
ditions in the Gaeltacht. These two members 
signed minority reports (they were practi- 
cally the same), dissenting altogether from 
the sterile suggestions of the majority as 
regards methods of improvement. Yet the 
thoughtful and wise recommendations of the 
minority were ignored by the Government in 
the discussion on the bill, and were con- 
temptuously put aside by a statement that 
“the bill definitely turned down the minority 
report of the Gaeltacht Commission.” The 
pity of it is that, as years to come will show, 
therein only is to be found the means for 
removing the poverty of such a large pro- 
portion of the inhabitants of the West of

Str,—We do not think it would be out of 
mm to let the proprietors of our hotels 
now the fact that, through a continued 
desire to charge high prices, they stand in 
grave danger of losing a considerable amount 
of much-needed business of a certain nature. 
We know that the hotels are improved to a 
wonderful extent . . . but the prices are 
not yet attractive enough for “ collegiate 
tours.” We have in recent years stiggested 
to many of our American agencies the deve- 
lopment of the ‘‘ collegiate’ or ‘‘ student ’’ 
tours to Ireland. These are basedwon the 
cheapest possible combination of steamer, 
rail and hotel prices, but in no case will these 
professional, teacher and student tourists, 
who have not a lot of spare holiday money, 
be satisfied with accommodation below a .cer- 
tain standard. The tours have “ caught on ” 
and developed in a distinctly marvellous way, 
and now practically every tourist company in 
America caters for them, parties of twenty 
and twenty-five persons being the usual thing. 

Last year a number of these companies 
included ‘Ireland, basing their rates on what 
they paid in Fngland. Alas! when it came 
to carrying out the tours, it was a great 
shock to them to find that the daily cost in 
Ireland was much greater than they had 
anticipated, and they had lost a considerable 
amount of money. These companies’ pro- 
grammes for 1928 having already been 
rinted, there were ‘‘ featured ” a large num- 

r ef tours through Ireland, and many of 
the companies have in despair approached us 
with a view to getting the tours carried out 
at an economical rate. Although we have 
done our very best in dealing with them, we | 
still regret that similar hotels “in other 
countries have us beaten in regard to prices, 
and on the parties which we are handling this 
year a loss must be borne by our agents in 
America. We, accordingly, consider it advis- 
able to bring this matter before the hotel- 
keepers, as action on their part in the right 
direction would mean, in many cases, fewer 
unoccupied rooms during the slack months.—

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WHY JAZZ MUST DIE. 


GREAT MUSIC. 


Mr. Julius Harrison, adjudicating, made 
‘some interesting observations on musical 
values at the Coleraine Festival yesterday. 
Jazz may come and Jazz may go, he said, 
but the great things of music are going on 
for ever, far beyond these ephemeral things, 
which have, no doubt, their value and their 
place in the general scheme of things. He 
was dealing with the Welsh song, ' All 
Through the Night,” to the arrangement of 
which, by Sydney Northcote, he paid a 
tribute, pointing out that the spirit of the 
composition and its national feeling were fully 
reproduced.

Germans and Poles. 


Very little has been heard recently- of 
the condition of affairs in Poland, although 
for.several years after the end of the war 
the resurrected republic held the centre of 
the eastern European stage. The fact is 
that Poland, after a long period of in- 
ternal unrest and political instability, has 
settled down to work. So far as her 
relations with the outer world are con- 
cerned, she has two great problems to solve. 
One is the establishment of an understand- 
ing with Germany, and the other the 
adjustment of her position regarding Soviet 
Russia. The Austro-Hungarian Empire 
is a thing of the past, and, therefore, 


Poland has nothing to fear from the most | 
“humane letters’’—those studies which; 


persistent of her former oppressors; but 
the other two partners in her partition are 
increasing daily in strength. The Polish 
Republic, with its population of thirty 
million souls, is wedged firmly between the 
German and Russian States. Thus, if she is 
to safeguard herself against future extinc- 
tion in the grip of the Russo-German 
pincers, Poland must contrivé her foreign 
policy in such a way as either to lay the 
foundations of a lasting peace with her 
powerful neighbours or to fortify her 
position by a series of cast-iron -alliances 
with other Powers. The latter alterna- 
tive always is dangerous; for it leads 
almost invariably to war’ For that 
reason, although Poland has firm alliances 
with France and Rumania; her leaders 
realise clearly that her best guarantee of 
security is an understanding, at least, 
with Germany. 

Many obstacles lie in the way of such 
an understanding. For centuries there 
has been a bitter hatred between the 
Germans and the Poles, and the old 
hostility persists to-day, in an even 
aggravated form, east of the Elbe. Ger- 
many is very much incensed at the loss 
of the rich coal-fields of Upper Silesia. 
The Danzig: issue has been -kept : alive 
mainly by the inhabitants of ‘the city, 
who are more German than the Germans 


themselves. Even they, however, are

Eee 
Universities. . 
' The increase of universities during the 
last fifty years has been’ prodigious. In 
opening the Congress of the ,National 


i Union of Students, at Oxford, Sir Michael 


Sadler, Master of University College, said 
that to-day the world had 544 universities. 
No doubt, the United States account for 
most of the. new-comers; but many 
universities have been born in Europe 
during the life-time of the present genera- 
tion, and the great cities of industrial 
England have been pioneers in this 
respect. Sir Michael Sadler attributes 
“this striking and unparalleled growth ”’ 
to’ four causes. In the first place, a new 
class has risen to political power. In the 
next place, women. have claimed their 
share in the educational advantages of 
men. Again, in Tiberim defluzit Orontes: 
the East has demanded access to Western 
science.. Finally, “college training has 
succeeded apprenticeship as the most con- 
venient and systematic form of preparation 
for a large number of callings.” Since 
three-quarters of the cost of all university 
teaching is defrayed by public funds, it is 
clear that the movement springs from an 
irresistible force of public opinion; and 
every, wise man will rejoice in this fact. 
We agree heartily with Sir Michael 
Sadler’s appeal for a continuous enlarge- 
ment. of the opportunities of university 
education, but we think that his warning 
to the universities themselves ignores one 
aspect of a many-sided problem. He says 
that, if a university is to survive, it. must 
be sensitive to new requirements—‘‘ must 
be capable of adjusting itself to them; 
must be ready betimes, and in spite of 
vested interests, to make changes, even 
fundamental changes, in its programmes of 
study.” Of course, adaptability is a con- 
dition of survival in man, beast or institu- 
tion, but it ought to be a consistent 
adaptability. Sir Michael Sadler seems to 
contemplate a single ideal of education as 
the aim of all universities. At present 
the world’s universities cultivate two 
distinct ideals of education, One class, 
now a very small minority, “lives up to”’ 
the strict meaning of its name. It holds 
that a university ought to prepare and 
fortify young men for all the emergencies 
of life. It has its professional schools, 
but its raison d’étre is the pursuit of 
by the tradition of more than two 
thousand years, are the surest and most 
successful creators of character and 
manners. The other and larger class of 
university concentrates its efforts on 
studies which are mainly technical. It 
promotes the productive branches of 
science and trains men to be efficient. 
chemists, inventors and leaders of com- 
merce. There is need, and there is room, 
for both sorts of university ; and if, by his 
demand for “ adaptability,’’ Sir Michael 
Sadler means that the old universities 
ought to keep pace with the. new, we 
eannot agree with him. The present 
danger is that the half-dozen of ancient 
universities in these islands may be forced 
or frightened into a competition that 
would rob them of their vital qualities, 
with no compensating gain. There are 
wholly right. and wholly. wrong places in 
our university system for chairs of 
baphology and cow-testing, and for the 
supersession of apprenticeship by college 
training.

, The London Gazette announces to-night 
that the King has created Prince Henry 
Duke of Gloucester, Earl of Ulster, and 
Baron Culloden. The premier title is one 
that has been held by many former 
members, of the reigning “Hóuse, while the 
Earldom must be taken as a compliment 
to Ireland, as that of Culloden is to 
Scétland. ' This conferment of a Dukedom 
upon Prince Henry has been expected for 
some time past, and it was thought that 
when he came of age his majority would 
be marked by the honour which has now 
been bestowed upon him. . Until ‘the close 
of the last century there was a Gloucester 
House in -Piccadilly, which -was at one 
time occupied by a former royal bearer 
of the title. 


1he Franchise Bill. 


When the lists: of the division in the 
House of Commons last night on the 
Franchise Bill were issued to-day, there 
was general surprise in the Lobby at the 
number of absentees. The number of 
Conservatives «voting was 249; while the 
number in the Housé is 410, so that. 
excluding the twelve members who voted 
against the measure, one: hundred and 
forty-nine abstained. The absentees 
included Mr. Churchill, Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain and-Mr. Amery. It-is improbable, 
however, that there is anything in this 
abstention; for the Government Whips 
are in the habit of giving a proportion of 
members leave in turn, and this would 
account for a considerable number. Some 
of the twelve members who voted agains: 
the bill were much heckled to-day regard. 
ing their courage in defying the Govern. 
ment Whip ; but they returned the answer 
that other members feared to express 
their convictions by voting in the ‘‘ No” 
Lobby ; otherwise there would have been 
one hundred and fifty votes against the 
bill. 

To Aintree by Air. 


There was quite a rush to-day to go to 
the Grand National by air from London. 
and no fewer than forty-six people paid 
eight pounds apiece for an excursion by 
aeroplane from Croydon to Aintree and 
return. Other machinés were. chartered 
by parties of friends, while there was a 
number of private aeroplanes. At 
Croydon the demands for accommodation 
were so great that they could not be met. 
and many would-be passengers had to b. 
refused. Miss Sicele O’Brien, daughter of 
Sir Timothy and Lady O’Brien, set out in 
her Moth from Stag Lane with a friend 
while the Duchess of Bedford flew from 
Woburn Abbey to the course. 


The New Prayer-book. 


The process of discussing the amended 
Prayer-book has reached a further stage. 
and the Convocations of Canterbury and 
York have agreed to its being sent to th: 
National Assembly for approval. The 
discussion, as well as the result of the 
voting in the Lower House of the Canter. 
bury Convocation, indicate that the 
amendments to the Prayer-book have 
alienated a certain number of its former 
supporters. When the Prayer-book was 
submitted to the House for approval in 
March of last year, the motion in favour 
of it was carried by 168 votes to 22: but 
this week the voting was 126 for the 
Book and 48 against. The discussion 
revealed the fact that a number of the 
clergy regard the amendments with dis. 
favour, and consider that they are harm- 
ful concessions made merely for the pur- 
It of conciliating opposition in Parlia- 
ment. 


The Soldiers’ Death Penalty. 


_ The Army and Air Force Annual Bill, 
issued «to-day, shows that some ver 
marked and sweeping changes are to be 
proposed in the death penalty for soldiers 
The fourth clause provides for its abolition 
im no fewer than eight different circum- 
stances. In future the only military 
offences on active service which will re- 
main punishable with death will be 
mutiny, treachery, cowardice, desertion, 
leaving a guard without orders, or, in the 
case of a sentinel, leaving a post without 
being regularly relieved. This means that 
the death penalty will be abolished for a 
great number of offences formerly con- 
sidered grievous military crimes. The 
changes are made by the War Office, in 
sympathy with the tone of past debates in 
the House of Commons on the subject, and 
they will be sympathetically received “by 
members on all sides. The bill is backed 
by Sir Laming Worthington Evans, 
Secretary for War, and supported by Mr 
Bridgeman, Sir Samuel Hoare, Mr. Duff 
Cooper and Colonel Headlam.

Poland. Since the establishment of the 
Free City its prosperity has increased by 
leaps and bounds. Last year more than 
six thousand ships cleared at the Danzig 
port. Poland’s overseas trade 
goes through it, and, however much the 
patriotic Danzigers may regret the loss of 
their German nationality, they are not so 
foolish as to ignore the yalue of the 
“corridor ” to their pockets. The trade 
of the republic has increased so rapidly 
that the port of Danzig soon will. not be 
sufficiently large to accommodate it, and 
the new port of Gydania is needed badly 
to relieve Danzig’s congestion. Within 
recent months also the system of sending 
sealed trains through the corridor from 
Germany to East Prussia has been 
improved enormously ; and the ‘‘corridor’’ 
arrangement is working now, if not 
perfectly, at any rate with a reasonable 
degree of efficiency. 

In Upper Silesia Germans and Poles 
alike are coming to the conclusion that 
some measure of co-operation is essential. 
Hitherto the coal-owners and iron- 
smelters on each side of the frontier have 
been doing everything in, their power to 
ruin one another; but they are beginning 
to see that the game of beggar my 
neighbour does not pay. As the years 
pass, Germans and Poles will discover 
that their economic interests are: very 
closely allied, and this discovery will tend 
to soften, if not to abolish entirely, the

The reorganisation of 
Messrs. Workman, Clark and Company’s 
business is almost complete, and Belfast 
expects a considerable access of employ- 
ment through the resumption of produc- 
tion by this long-established firm. A year 
ago the gantries of Queen’s Island were 
empty, and almost the only men employed 
were the few forlorn hands occupied in 
maintenance 2f plant. It may be assumed 
with confidence that the worst conditions 
are past, and that the lean years have 
ended. Those pessimists who were 
tempted to fear that the shipbuilding in- 
dustry of Ulster never would recover from 
the “‘slump” which lasted so long cannot 
have reflected or. the indomitable energy 
which made Belfast a shipbuilding city at 
all. Engineering skill has created -what 
nature denied in the artificial “‘ island ”’ 
that is the hope of the industry. The 
yards have crept from shallow water into 
deep. That great fabric, built with such 
pains and endurance, would not surrender 
lightly to new competitors, and the men

The Royal National Lifeboat Institution 
has awarded its bronze medal to Thomas 
Boyle, of Seafield, Quilty, Co, Clare, and 
its thanks inscribed on vellum’ to two 
other men, for their gallantry in rescuing 
three men who had lost their boat and 
were marooned on an uninhabited island. 
They went out on the evening of February 
8th in a small cance to collect seaweed 
on the island. All the food which they 
had with them was one loaf of bread. as 
they intended to return on the following 
morning. A gale sprang up with a, very 
high sea, and it was impossible for them 
to cross to the mainiand. They were 
without food or fire, and their only shelter 
was an old ruin. When hey had been 
there two days the gale increased. and 
their canoe was was away. and finally 
driven ashore at Seafield, a complete 
wreck. On the following morning Thomas 
Boyle and the other two-men set out to 
their rescue in a canvas canoe. The gale

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‘DUKE OF GLOUCESTER. 


The title of the Earl of Ulster has been revived. after a lapse of 
many years. It has been conferred on Prince Henry, who is 26 
to-day. The official announcement, which appeared in the **Lon- 
don Gazette,’’ is as follows :— | 


-The King has been pleased to direct letters patent to be passed 
under the Great Seal of the Realm, granting unto His Majesty's son, His 
Royal Highness Prince Henry William Frederick Albert, K.G., 
G.€.V.O., Captain 10th Royal Hussars, and the heirs male of his body 
lawfully begotten, the dignities of Baron Culloden, Earl of Ulster and 
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Duke of Gloucester. 


The-conferment of the Dukedom of Gloucester. will enable 
Prince, Henry to join his brothers in the House of Lords. It is in- 
teresting in this connection to recall that once, on the o¢casion of 
a debate in the House of Commons, the Prince of Wales sat as 
of right in the Peers’ Gallery, while Prince Henry listened to the 
debate from the Distinguished Strangers’ Gallery. 

It is stated that Prince Henry will be known in future as the 


. Duke of Gloucester. 


THE PRINCE’S NEW TITLES, 


The bestowal of the Dukedom of 
Gloucester and the subsidiary titles upon 
Prince Henry may be regarded as a Royal 
birthday present for His Royal Highness, 
who becomes 28 to-day, having been born 
on March 3lst, 1900. 

“For the origin of Prince Henry's Irish 
title, Earl of Ulster, one must look ‘back 


into the twilight of the thirteenth century. ’ 


Its. first holder, in 1205, was that Hugh 
de Lacy,.who.aiter John de Courcy, over- 
ran the County Down. 

De Courcv and de Lacy left their mark 
deep on the district skirting Dundrum 
Bay. Some have attributed the ancient 
castle of Dundrum to one or other of these 


conquerors. The influence of their occupa- 


tion is seen to-day in moré than one old 


stronghold in the County of Down. So 
thoroughly did these invaders do their 


work that Down became the most endur- 
ing seat of English power in the North. 
During the fourteenth and the fifteenth 
centuries the ‘title passed in turn to ‘the 
de Burghs, Plantagenets and Mortimers, 
until, in 1425, we find it borne by 


Richard, Duke of York, whose son, in 


1461, came to the Throne as Edward IV.. 
Threughout the.ages.since the title Earl of 


Ulster has been borne only by members of 
‘ the: Royal Family. 


OLD TITLE REVIVED. 

The selection of Gloucester as the place 
name of the new dukedom revives a title 
of great. antiquity in the British peerage. 
There have been ‘Dukes of Gloucester of 
sucéessiv6 creations at various intervals 
during the four and a half centuries repre- 
sented by the period 1385-1834, when the 
title bétaitie extinct. All these dukes 
havo. been. members of the Royal Family. 

At an &earher. period. beginning in 
Norman times, the title of Earl. of 
Gloucester lasted for nearly two centuries. 
In 1122 Robert, a natural son of Henry 
1., who died in 1147, was created Earl 
of Gloucester.” Thereafter the title was

THE FIRST DUKE. 


Jn 1385 Thomas of Woodstock, seventh 
and youngest-son of Edward III., was 
created Duke of Gloucester. A more 
famous holder of the title was another 
Prince, .the youngest son of Henry IV., 
known as “the good Duke Humphrey,’ 


who was’ created Duke of Gloucester in | 


1414. Wounded at Agincourt, he played 
a prominent part in the wariare in France 
in the early part of the fifteenth century. 
It was. not, however, his military prowess 
but his love of learning which has pre- 
served his mame to a later age. 

A reader of Latin and Italian litera- 
ture and a collector of books from his 
youth, he lives in the history of Oxford 
as having given to that University the 
first collection of books for a library. His 
collection was dispersed in the reign of 
Edward VI. In conjunction wit: Thomas 
Kemp, Bishop of London, Duke Humphrey 
also made a munificent contribution 
towards ‘the erection of the Divinity 
School. 


RICHARD III. 


Duke Humphrey died at Oxford, 1447. 
Fourteen years later the title was revived 
in: the person of Tiichard, eleventh child 
of Richard Duke of York, who was 
destined to ascend the throne as Richard 
II. “and to be defeated and slain at the 
Battle of Bosworth in 1485. 


THE LAST DUKE OF GLOUCESTER. 


A Tater Duke of Gloucester was Henry 
III., so of Charles I., who died at the 
age of 21 in 1660. A century later the 
title was restored to the British Peerage 
by its bestowal in 1764 upon William 
Henry, third sou of Frederick, Prince of 
Wales, and a younger brother of George 
II]. . This Duke, who died in 1805, was 
succeeded by his son, upon whose demise 
in 1834 the title became extinct. 


THE EARL OF ULSTER. 


The second title conferrea upon Prince 
Henry, that of Earl of Ulster, is a re- 
vival of a title which was borne by many 
succassive holders during the thirteenth 
and fourteenth centuries 

Prince Henry’s third title, that of 
Jaron’ Culloden, is also.a revival when 
Adolphus Frederick, seventh son of George 

Il., was in 1801 created Duke of 
Cambridge, He was given at the same 
time the barony of Culloden—as also the 
Earldom ‘of Tipperary—these titles all 
became extinct on the death in 1904 of 
bis son -and successor, the Duke of 
Cambridge, who was Commander-in-Chief 
of the British Army for nearly forty 
years,

the so-called “ Quinine “Trust.” 
The indictment charged them with 
conspiracy to restrain free competition in, 
and to inerease. the market prices of, 
cinchopa bark and quinine derivatives. 
Nore.—A week ago Federal Government 
officials: seized a quantity of quinine in New 
York, valued at £20,000. and two actions 
were started by the Department of Justice 
under. the Anti-Trust laws. The first asked 
for the dissolution of an alleged monopoly 
in imported quinine. and the second sought 
an indictment of: the: alleged monopolists 
under the criminal law. he Government 
investigators stated that not only many 
American firms. were involved, but also 
several abroad, including the Kina Bureau, 
which is said to control 95 per cent. of the 
cinchona bark produced in Java. '

FATAL FLYING ACCIDENT. 


Flight . Lieutenant George McCormack, 
whose death ‘in an aeroplane accident at 
Amman, Transjordania, has been announced 
by the Air Ministry in London, was a Belfast- 
man, with a adenaia war record. 

He joined the Royal Irish Rifles as a cadet 
at eighteen years of age in 1915, and received 
a commission of second lieutenant in the same 
year, and was later transferred to the 10th 
Reserve . Regiment of Cavalry at Curragh 
Camp. He was on duty jn. Dublin during the 
1916. Rebellion and was wounded. Sub- 
sequently “he took part in the heavy 
fighting at Messines, and was severely 
wounded. He joined the Royal Flying 
Corps, and returned to France as an 
observer, and was wounded ten days 
before the Armistice, afterwards receiving 
a peftmanent. commission in the Royal Air 
Force. He proceeded to India in 1919, and 
served on the North-West Frontier. While 
flying over the hostile Waziri area he had 
to make a forced landing owing to a bullet 
in the tank. He was ransomed, and his safe 
return excited. such interest that he was 


specially presented to the Viceroy, and, on 


his return to England, was presented to the 
King.

Tipperary, whose brother, Mr. Michael 
Ryan, played on the same side, and both 
were generally voted to be in the forefront 
of the players of their day some thirty 
years ago. Mr. Ryan,-who, by the way, 
emigrated to America quite recently, kept 
only a few mares, sent Tipperary Tim 
up to Messrs. Goff and Co.’s Ballsbridge 
yearling sales in 1919, when he was sold 
for the modest sum of 50 guineas, and is 
ancther example of the wonderful bargains 
that have been picked up from time to 
time at these auctions. 

His purchaser was Mr. J. McKenna, for 
whom he ran six times here as a two- 
year-old, but failed to distinghish him- 
self, and was subsequently disposed of to 
Mr. H. S. Kenyon, who put him by with 
a view to turning his attention to 
steeplechasing. 

Up till yesterday, however, he had 
proved of: very little account at his new 
vocation, winning but a couple of minor 
races; ‘and very few, indeed, anticipated 
his success in the greatest race of the 
kind in the world. 

Tipperary Tim's sire, Cipango, belonged 
to Mr. Ryan O’Confior, of the racecourse, 
Cashel. 

Dark Warrior, the winner of the Lin- 
colnshire Handicap, was bred at Fethard, 
Oo. “Tipperary, and» Amberwave, at ome 
time’ favourite for the Grand. National, 
was. bred at Cashel, Co. Tipperary. 


THE OWNER. 


Mr. H. S. Kenyon, owner of Tipperary 
Tim, is a brother of the late Mr. C. F. 
Kenyon, who was a great patron of racing 
and had upwards of a hundred horses in 
training im five different stables: On 
the death of his brother in 1920, Mr. H. 
S. Kenyon began to race under both codes, 
but not on a big scale, and yesterdays 
success was his figst in a big race. 

Tipperary Tim was the first winner to 
carry his colours, being. successful in the 
Stewards’ Handicap Steeplechase at 
Ludlow in February, 1925. J. Dodd, the 
successful trainer, of Marley Lodge, Whit- 
church, Salop, has only a very small 
string of horses in training, and confined 
his attention almost entirely to National 
Hunt racing. He is a painstaking and 
conscientious stable man. Dodd has 
always had a particular liking for Tip- 
perary Tim, who won the Chandler 
Steeplechase at the Warwick February 
meeting last year and the Wigan Steeple- 
chase at Haydock Park. 

Mr. Kenyon expressed his great delight 
at his success, but was content to let his 
trainer tell.the story of Tipperary Tim's 
career, 


NO SPEED BUT NEVER FALLS. 


Mr. Dodd said :—‘‘ The late Mr. C. F. 
Kenyon had Tipperary Tim given to him 
by Mr. McKenna, and when Mr. Kenyon 
died and the team was put up for sale 
at Newmarket he was purchased for his 
younger brother, Mr. H. 8. Kenyon, for 
420 guineas. The only reason why he 
was entered for the Grand National was 
that, although he has no speed, he never 
falls. S. Jones, who used to ride him 
regularly, always declared that he would 
one day win the ‘ National.’ Last autumn 
he became affected in his wind, and in 
January I had him tubed, which improved 
him immensely. 

“ I have been training for about twenty 
years, and it has been the dream of my 
life to saddle a Grand National winner. 


AN AMATEUR JOCKEY. 


Mr. W. P. Dutton; who rode the 
winner, is a well-known and very popular 
amateur rider of considerable experience. 
He rode at one time for Max Barthropp, 
the Tern Hill trainer, but latterly has 
been connected with yesterday’s winning 
stable. In last vear’s Grand National he 
rode Upton Lad, who fell. In 1926 he 
won the amateur riders’ “‘ Blue Ribbon ”’ 
—the National Hunt Steeplechase at 
Cheltenham—on Cloringe.

OXFORD’S IMPROVED FORM. 


More than any other day in the calendar 
of sport, this 1s the one which appeals to 
the country. The boat race has come to be 
au affair of universal importance, and may be 
regarded as the most popular of all contests. 
Not even the Cup final or the Derby has so 
great-an appeal as the boat race. 

To-day the race starts at an unusually early 
hour. and it is not to be expected that. there 
will be the customary crowds along the tow 

ath. It seems a pity that a national event 

should be timed so inconveniently, but it was 
forced on the crews. They could not race on 
an earlier date owing to the fact that they 
had to keep term, and delay would have 
meant racing in Holy Week. 

To-day the tide compels the early start. 
Expert opinion inclines towards the chances 
of Cambridge, but Oxford have improved very 
considerably, and possess an excellent chance 
of stemming the tide which has run’ so 
strongly for Cambridge in recent years. The 
Light Blues are heavier and stronger, and 
should last the course better, but Oxford have 


ace. 

Winning the toss may mean a decided 
advantage if the fact of winning is turned to 
good account. Sometimes Presidents have 
made a mistake in choosing the station, but 
this is usually left to the advice of watermen 
on the Thames-side. It is probable that the 
race will be a slow one. Land water will be 
coming down the river, and the tide is not 
likely to be very strong. 

Oxford have won the boat race 40 times 
and Cambridge 38. The Light Blues have 
won eight of the last nine races, Oxford's 
only post-war success being in 1923.

They paddied up to Crab Tree, and 
then coming home rowed a quarter of a 
rainute, in which they got in 9 strokes, They 
had a full minute at 9-18-36, and the boat 
moved very well, indeed. This completed the 
practice, and to-day both crews will go out 
for a short paddle at 8.350.
